"All over thf.-* conllncnt todn.y there 
is «vident a strervgthcHlng'or llic .\r\a 
echools," declared Dr. R, Bruce Taylor, 
PriiicipiU of Queen's n.nd guest of 
honour nt List night's Arts banquet 
Bi the lîitz. .Men arc comlnp: back to 
She rciiHr-Ttion of .ihc value of Arts 
Jic thought despite vhc fact that 'the 
Faculty of ArU THE FVicuUy in any 
«mlversiiy. has cotno on ha.rd timea 
l>ecnuso of the modern craze for 
practical education, and because the 
expense of oilier incultic» has tended 
io st.'irve the Aria faculty. 

In the old days in iScoUa.nd, the 
speaker said, a course In Arts con-

tiiro.s. IJs.Tminntions had to be passeKl 
,11!?: the same, but it. was necessar>' 
lor .«îiudonls lo pel out and scrape 
for ihemsclvef in order to pass those 
examinations. "I am not stirc," !»ald 
Di:j^^^«^jSthait there was not a 
fff^^âcaW^io be said for the old 
t-.vrtrm. If you're goinp lo get aji 
education you've col to get out and 
ycr.'ipc fo]- yourself: not simply ffive 
tiack to the professors what he !has 
piven you in lectures, but .your own 
view.<;. tlie resulit of your^own reading 
find ! hot! gilt."

An Arts course .-.hould uivr men a 
breadth of view, a sympathy with 
others, and should do away with in 
tolerance a.nd all petty nationalism 
li. cives to rncn an uullft. soriir (tiiich 
vith things thai liavi. gunf l>'--forc, 
and aids them in mooting llic problems 
ol to-day, 

Iteplying 10 xh- tuast of the Alma 
Mater. proi)6.sed by Allan Mac.N'aucfh 
ton, Sir Arthur Currlc pointed out 
lh;ii llif Arts faculty liatl not been 
forgotten in tho past six ,veare. that 
its mission had. been appreciated 
d«spiie the considerable comment on 
the campus that other faculties were 
being provided for at the expense of 
Arts, fn the pa^l six years 1,600.000 
dollars had been expended on Arts. 
aji<l llie Prinicpal showed how the 
various departm©nts 'had been 
«trengtliened . Now a new building 
W.1F being erected, and this wa« t.ho 
la^i l>a.iu|iict to be attended by Aj-le 
men mill going lo the Old Arts Build-

Aunusla 1?rnnner. iiotcil psycho- 
logist iuul autlioilty on Juvenile <le- 
llnqiionc.y, and diroclor of the .Iiidge 
Hakcr Foundation. Uoalon. will spcuk

■The Uelinquont as a Person." The 
work of the .ludgc Hnkor I'-'oiiiidntloii 
Is known nil over the continent in 
connection with tho stiid.v of dolln. 
iucnc,v. preventive and personality 
problems. Dr. Bronncr's nssoclutc. 
Dr. William Heiily, was called in to 
ti'.<<llfy as an expert ps.volila trial at 
the Loeb-Loopold trial In Chlcano: nnil 
Ihe Foundation is frequcnlly asked to 
supply legal évidence in the law 
courts. Most interesting advances have 
been made in Boston in the scientific 
treatment and study of the cases re- 
ferred to the .ludgc Baker Foiinda- 
lloii by the Boston Court, social agen- 
cies, iinrt inilividualB, and parliiMilar,- 
ly in those cases ilcalliig with child 
placing for .schools and families. A 
set of twenty case nliidies bus been 
published by (ho Foundation which 
contains invaluable miitcrial both as 
lo the exlinustlvc case study methods 
used and the successful results follow- 
ink on diagnosis and treatment of (he 
Juvenile delinquents referred to the 
Foundation, 

Or, Bronncr served her appreiitice- 
.ship in facing the problems of youth 
as a teacher In schools and colleges 
in the United Stales, She was Assis- 
tant in E^ducatlon in Columbia Uni- 
versity, where she received her Ph. O. 
She worked for many years as tho 
psychologist In the Juvenile Court of 
Chicago, where Dr. Healy was the 
psychiatrist. It was in Chicago that 
the pioneer efforts were made lo deal 
with juvenile delinquency from a 
scientific angle, with a view to doing 
preventive work after determining the 
causes. 

Many noteworthy articles have been 
contributed to psychological journ.als 
by Dr. Bronner and she is the author 
of "A Comparative Study of the In- 
telligence of bellnqucnl Girls." and 
'The Psychology of Special Abilities 
and Disabilities." 

"Tho Delinquent as a Person" will 
be the third in the series of four lec- 
tures on Social Problems, given on 
Tuesdays under the auspices of the 
School for Social Workers at fi o'clock 
In the McGill Union. Mrs. R. W. Re- 
ford of the Montreal Council of So- 
cial Agencies, who has been prominent 
for many years In the social work of 
the city, will occupy the chuir.

IV. Gilbert llagna.ni concluded his ■ 
series of lectures at -McGill, ia«t nl^ht : 
In the Union in a speech on "Private 
monuments In ftomc and devetopment 
of the city until Constanilnc." In b«- 
ginning bis lecture; Dr. Bagnanl declax- 
ed that ilterary.wor'iis were of veryllttlo 
use in finding out how the people of 
ancient Roman times lived .because 
these .literary works simply reflected 
the life "of the aristocrats without 
touching thai of the "groatf middle 
class." I'ompeil, flra.: excavated about 
one hundred years ago. Is the Chief 
source cf knowledge about the life of 
that class of people who formed th« 
great, bulk of population. Tie descTtbed 
the lypi.,-al I'oinpcl.an house and show- 
ed how writings S'ave no Insiglit into 
the life of the people. 

Dr. Bagnanl then described the 
houses :n O.stia. .showing both the 
ruins and ihe plans. Most of the 
houses fronted on the street, very 
often with shops on the .ground level. ■ 
and îibovi) that three or four stories 
u.ised as rrsifioncf. Then qiiilc often 
above thirf .i^air There would be per- 
hap.a two wooden itories where the : 
•lifi-vants and slaves lived. .Moot of the 
hou.ses had coiirtyards. 

The Romans had three spec.al fomw 
of .amusement .^hows in the aniplii- 
the.i;r".s. the clrcuseo which In; li^r-^ 
scribed with plans in del,a!l and -the 
baths which seem 10 have lieen very 
complete. They^v-had hot and cold 
baths with .ç,onfçsjpJi>iidit).ç. foon".3;_;^;i. v 
swimming tank and gymnasium. The 
hot-biMhs w«re steam-healer. 

The lecturpr rhen went on to describe: 
their mfthod of hiir'.al aud the nionu-^.;? 
mt»n't»i The very wealthy h.ad monu- "- 
ments or corn'os of ihsir own, in which 
the " members of the family were 
placed. The niiddlf class had niches 
in a. great common monument for / 
which each man paid a certain fixed 
sum. 

, The two trreatejr •'xamples ot •■ 
Roman arch •erfiire which remain to- 
days are both works of Hadrian. — the 
Panthéon and his lomib— . Allhou?h 
the axterlor .architecture of the 
Pantheon has. been surpa.ised and H 
not as groat as pei-haps as it mirht 
have been. Ir.'ide it i.s in every way, 
oven down to the Ucrhtins. the most 
perfect building in the world. The 
tomb ot Hadrian I.< made of solid con- 
crete, and both because of such a 
construction and beauty it Is outstand- 
ing. 

This w.a-i followed '•>■ views of the 
Arch of Cousiamine .md several other 
monuments of that period, wliich tor 
the mo*t part displayed the' weaknesses 
ot second and third century archltec- ■ 
■lure because ot heaviness and t^o 
much detail. The bath? of Diocletian . 
were also described with reference 
to their magnificence, 

Jn concluding his address Br. 
Bagnani brought things up lo liàte 
with the conclusion "There has been, 
no rise and tall of the Roman tSmpire. 
but simply a change."

Although it is l.lie graduate's privilege and prerogative to af- 
firm that universal degeneration has set in since his day at 
College, the doubt expressed in this case seemed jîosîtive enough 
to give rise to thought. 

Is McGill complacent? Perhaps it would be better to ask, 
are the men find women at McGill, the students, apt to think 
^uai now that their Alma Mater, through their exertions, is on 
the crest of the wave? For there can be no denial of the fact 
that there arc cycles of success and of failure, that sometimes 
everything about an institution runs with the maximum effici- 
ency, and again, for no obvious reason, that things go wrong 
despite .all efforts. Is the latter now the case? There has been 
discussion more than once lately as lo whether McGill has now 
in its entirety that spirit of the past of which she is justly 
proud. 

That there arc splendid individual efforts at present is 
only too obvious, but i.': every McGill undergraduate pulling his 
or her own weight" li is difficu l tjjt O| Say, but if the answer is 
in- the negative, ihe sooner it is s^oftfil^ better. About the only 
■way, of measuring the vitality of an organization of- the size 
^f McGi]] is to note the general enthusiasm in the affairs about 
■f^ie campus. Few have the ubiquitous eye necessary to those 
^'■who would pass judgment upon the student body, but anyone 
can and should think about those activities of which he has real 
knowledge, and form his opinion accordingly. 

In the i"«^lm of sport, is; enthusiasm everywhere being 
shoAvn? There are those who complain, while admitting that 
there are many instances to the contrary, that McGill is not 
putting her best foot foremost in this side of collêiè"li£ë. As 
examples they point to the fact that from all McGill only two 
-men were found to enter the long-distance ski-race, and two 
■ others the snowshoe cross-country race, both well advertised 
, events. Of course, these may be, and probably are, isolated 
■Vcases'ibut --whatever the answer to the above question, it is a 
gréât -pity if every advantage is not taken of the opportunities 
lor physical development provided by the Athletic Board. 

Any who suggest that athletics are losing favour in com- 
^|ison with such entertainments as dances find little to con- 
firm them in their views in the action of the Union House Com- 
mittee in cancelling their programme of dances. Nor does all 
the surplus, energy and enthusiasm that is said to exist seem 
to have found an outlet in debating and kindred pursuits 

Opinions differ as to whether anything is wrong, and, if so, 
v,'hat. Yet, since the undergraduates of one year must be of 
something the same quality as those of any other year, if there 
is really .some truth in the assertion that McGill men and women 
.are not expending their energies outside the class-room to the 
5§^extent of their immediate predecessors, there is always the hope

For this playing safe, at least In the 
particul.arly unpleasant guises, aho-ws 
both In the faces of worried students 
of the course lists and in the crowds 
which Hurgo not only loward>i reput- 
edly easy courses but those which in- 
sure Immunity from complete failure 
in various extra currlculunt exomlna- 
tlona such as that which concerns the 
King Jaimea' version of the Bible. 
Now tho faces of the catalogue per- 
using arc 80 -whimsical as lo bo 
amusing, and certainly something Is 
gained (by such mental traln'ng. But 
the flood'ng of courses which cover 
work instituted that the undergradu- 
ate might have tutorial training be- 
side what he gets under the lecture 
system Is as unpleasant as It Is pro- 
minent. 

Indeed, anyone who has a real de- 
sire to BOO the tutorial system func- 
tion property, who understands that 
such reiiulrementa as that of the 
Bible are primarily expres.slons on 
the part ot the faculty for more ex- 
pansive reading tinder tutorial guid- 
ance cannot sympathize with those 
who work So tremendously hard to 
play safe. 

The courses In these aubjeots are 
vei-y necessary parts of tho curri- 
culum. That some of them are so 
crowded ntay well Imply that they 
are Interesting and interestingly well 
taught. Bui certain otivlous charac 
terlstlos of many who flock to them 
belle any completely cultural Inten- 
llonB. To take a course every thing 
on which ono I3 to be examined de- 
feats Ute purpose of the examina 
lions. 

Playing safe Is aupimsedly the pre- 
rogative' of ago. It need not be 
the prorogallve of maturity. And 
since common opinion favors tutor 
iai supervialon for 'the purpose of 
broadening undergradun^e 4ludy, 'i|t 
must i^-own upon this apparent dodg 
Ing of tho real Issue, if a oourso 
fulfills tho real desires of Iho par 
llcular student. If ho honestly be- 
lloves that ho needs it, 'thon ho 
should mnko it a part of his lecture 
or i:l;isa ejcporiencc. But If ho takes 
H to insure hla passing acme present 
or fiitui-o dlylaionnl extiinlnatlou then 
ho is making a mistake which tho 
present aystom was designed to 
avoid. 'Phero will always bo loop- 
holes for the small I'ntenlloned — 
ami the broader the better the sys- 
tem the moro apparent are 'theso 
loopholes. Tel' the gain from soek-

To many the skeptic is merely the 
pervcTa"^ rlenler of God «nd good- 
ness! a ."ullen cynic whoso chief In- 
donr sport la robbing little children 
of their faith and taking from old 
mon Ihe comfort of their hopes.-

We got Iho word "skepticism 
from llie (ire'-l; ""skei)''. oli.i i." -.vhlcli 
means "I fliado my oyes." The skep- 
tic, thcrefwe Is simply a man who 
!>hades his eyes from the dIstractInK 
glare of prejudice, passion, partisan- 
ship and preconceived notions so that 
he may see clearly and without bias 
■whatever he Is trying lo understand- 

Tbe skeptic Is a man who refuses 
to bo .satisfied with a fiction when ho 
nan gel a fact. 

The sceptic Ik a man who refii.ies 
lo be satisfied with second-hand In- 
/ormntlon when he can" gel first- 
hand Information. 

The .skopllc Is a ma.n who refuses 
to be satisfied with pooi- authority 
for bis Ideas when he can get good 
authority. 

The skeptic |s a man who vould 
rather run the rl.xk of mi.ssing a 
iriith nr^w and then by caution than 
to fill his mind with iViyths by cred- 
ulit.v. 

The .skeptic Is a man who i.= will- 
inir to hellevn a tiling' that la true 
even if it runs cDunl.er to all the 
I her cherished notions of his niwsery 
days. This skeptic Is no denier of 
truth; he is a digger for truth. 

And of .such Is the kingdom of eoiir- 
ige. l-"\-en lary men may accept 
ruth, but only cotirogcotis men can 
question truth, proving all things, 
aiul holding faat only to that which 
is good. 

Thi5 l.s tho .«keptlci.oin of shaded 
es that ghut out the enemies of 
nith; there is a skepticism of closed 
eyej» that shut out truth Itself, a 
.skepticism that Is simply à .'itubborn 
ynlclsm. 

Tbe skepticism of closed eyes cor- 
odes life; the skepticism of shaded 
eyes orea.tcs life. 

Corrosive skepticlam' Is divine. —
